The Empire State. 


Gov. Morgan, the new Kepublican Chief 


Magistrate of the Stale of Xcw York, in 
hit Message to the Legislature, gives no 
•try flattering picture of the finances uf the 
State. The whole funded debt i« upwards 
oflliirty Million* of Dollari, of which the 
Canal debt alone is above Twenty-four Mil- 
lions. The income from the canals, though 
often rising above Two Millions per annum 
and one or two years over Three Millions 
of dollars, does not average enough, be- 
yond the payment of canal expenses, to 
pay the interest on the Canal debt of the 
State. The Governor thinks that the en- 
largement of the Erie Canal, which has 
been many years in progress, may be com. 
pleted lor a further sum of about one mil- 
lion of dollars. 


There are, i.i -the Stale, eighty-sigh 


Railroads completed and in operation, th< 
aggregate cost of which has been $130, 
089,01)0; of these, only 14 railroads de 
dared dividends last year, leaving the lar 
ger part of (hat vast capital wholly unpro 
ductivc, if not greatly depreciated. 
We 


should think the New Yorkers had run 
quite wild in this matter of railroading 
sharp and successful us they are apt to bi 
in ordinary speculations. The N. Y. ant 
Erie Railroad ran behind hand ncarl; 
$700,000 last year— and this, though tin 
gross receipt H of the road were considera 
bly above Five Millions of Dollars.
